They will also be put to 
Group Tests such as group discussions, group planning, out- 
door group tasks, and asked to give brief lectures on specified 
subjects. All these tests are intended to judge the mental 


calibre of a candidate, in broad terms, this is really an 
assessment of not only his intellectual qualities but also his 
social traits and interests in current affairs. 


APPENDIX III 

Physical Standards for Admission lo the 
Academy/School 

To be passed fit for admission to the Academy / School a 
candidate must be in good physical anti mental health and free 
from any disability likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of duty. 

2. It will, however, be ensured that— 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
developments, serious malformations or obesity; 

(b) there is no maldevelopment or impairment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints, 

Note ; A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib in 
whom there are no signs and symptoms referable 
to the cervical rib may be constdeied fit. How- 
ever. the defect is to be recorded as a minor dis- 
ability in the medical board proceedings. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech; 

(d) there is no malformation of the head or deformity 
from fracture or depression of the bones of the skull, 

(e) there is no impaired hearing disenarge from or 
disease of either ear, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical or 
modified radical mastoid operation. 

Note : A soundly healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without im- 
pairment of hearing should not be a bar to accept- 
ance of a candidate for the Army. 

(f) there i9 no disease of bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypuB or disease of the naso- 
pharynx and accessory-sinuses. 

Note : A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of 
the nasal septum would not be a cause for outright 
rejection. But such cases will be referred to the 
Adviser in Otology for examination and opinion. 

(g) there are no enlarged glands in the neck arid other 
parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is 
normal; 

Non, : Scars of operations for the removal of tuberculosis 
glands are not a cause for rejection provided that 
there has been no active disease within the preced- 
ing 5 years and ihc chest is clinically and radio- 
logically clear. 

(h) there is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsils or 
gums or disease or any injury affecting the normal 
function of either mandibular joint; 

Noil : Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonalities is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

[)j there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormality of the liver and 
spleen; 

(l) there is no inguinal hernia or tendency thereto; 

Note : ( 1 ) Inguinal hernia (unoperated) will be a 
cause for rejection. 
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(2) Those who have been operated for hernia may 
be declared medically lit provided : — 

(i) Or.s year has elapsed since operation. 
Documentary proof to this ellect to 
bo produced by the candidates. 

(ii) General tone of the abdominal mas- 

eulaturc is good. 

(iii) There has been no recurrence of the 
hepnia or complication thereto con- 
cerned with the operation. 

(m) there is no hydrocele, or definite Varicocele or nc-y 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N.B. — (i) A candidate who has b:en operated for hydro- 
cele will be accepted if there arc no abnormali- 
ties of the cord and testicle and there is no 
evidence of fllariasis. 

(ii) Undesccnded intra abdominal testicle, on one 
sidy should rot be a bar to acceptance provided 
the other testicle is normal and there is no un- 
toward physical or psychological effect due to 
the undescended testicle. Undesccnded testis 
retained in the inguinal canal or the external 
abdominal ring is, however, a bar to acceptance 
unless corrected by operation. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases of 
Glycosuria or Albuminuria will be rejected; 

(p) there is no disease of the skin unless temporary or 
trivial Scars which by their extent or position, cause 
or are likely to cause disability or marked disfigure- 
ment are a cause for rejection; 

(q) there is no active, latent or congenital vcneral 
disease; 

( r ) there is no history or evidence of mental disease of 
tlic candidate or his family. Candidates suffering from 
epilepsy, incontinance of urine or enuresis will not 
be accepted. 

(s) there is no squint^ or any morbid condition of the eye 
or of the lids which i'5 liable to a risk of aggravation 
or recurrence; 

(1) there is no active trachoma or ils complications and 
sequelae. 

Note.— Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
that the decision whether an operation is desirable 
or necessary is one to be made by their private 
medical adviser. The Government will accept no 
liability regarding the result of operation or any ex- 
pense incurred.

3. Standards for Height j Weight and Chest Measurements —

(i) The height of a candidate will be measured by 
making him stand against the standard with his feet 
together. The weight should be thrown on the 
heels, and not on the toes or outer side of the feet. 
He will stand erect without rigidity and with the 
heels, calves, buttocks and shoulders touching the 
standard, the chin will be depressed to bring the

A 10 per cent (±6 kg for the 
Navy) departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal 
limits. There may nevertheless be some individuals 
who according to the above standard may bo over- 
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(c) Chest . — The chest should be well-developed with a 
minimum range of expansion of 5.0 cm. The candidate’s chest 
will be measured by making him stand erect with his feet 
together, and his arms raised over his head. The tape will be 
so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
inferior angles of the shoulder blades behind and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely b> the sides. Care will be 
taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or back- 
wards so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then be 
directed to take a deep inspiration several times and the 
maximum and minimum expansion of the chest will be care- 
fully note. The minimum and maximum will then be re- 
recorded in cm. thus 84/89 and 86/91 etc. 

In recording the measurements, decimal fraction lower than 
0.5 centimetre will be ignored : 0.5 centimetre will be record- 
ed as such and 0.6 cm. and above will be recorded as one.

(A) FOR CANDIDATES JOINING THE INDIAN MILI- 
TARY ACADEMY, DEHRA DUN. 

1. Before the candidate joins the Indian Military Aca- 
demy — 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the effect 
that he fully understands that he or his legal heirs 
shall not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
other relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which he may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of the training, or where bodily infitmity or 
death results in the comsc of or as a result of a 
surgical operation performed upon or anaesthesia 
administered to him for the treatment of any injury 
received as aforesaid or otherwise. 

(b) his parent or guardian v.nll be required to sign a 
bond to the effect that, if for any icason considered 
within his control, the candidate wishes to withdraw 
before the completion of the course or fails to 
accept a commission, if offered, he will b: liable to 
refund the whole or such portion of the cost of 
tuition, food, clothing and pay and allowances re- 
ceived, as may be decided upon by Government. 

2. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about 18 months. Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets’. Gentlemen 
cadets will be dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes 
under the rules and regulations of the Indian Military Aca- 
demy, 

3. While the cost of training including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses 
at the Indian Military Academy are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 55.00 per mensem.

allied services, books, uniform, messing and medical treat- 
ment of the cadets at the Naval Academy will be borne by 
the Government.

When a cadet’s parent or 
guardian has an income less than Rs. 350 per mensem and is 
unable to meet wholly or partly the pocket expenses of the 
cadet financial assistance up to Rs, 40 per mensem may be 
granted by the Government.

A cadet who is not considered suitable to 
cumulate the full course at the Indian-Naval Ships and 
Establishments may, with the approval of the Government 
be withdrawn from training and discharged, A service cadet 
under these circumstances may be reverted to his original 
appointment. A cadet thus discharged or reverted will not 
be eligible for re-admission to a subsequent course. Cases 
of cadets who are allowed to resign cn compassionate 
grounds may, however, be considered on merits.

3. While the cost of training including accommodation, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government, candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves.

This amount is refundable to the cadets in the event of 
financial assistance being sanctioned to them.

Such articles, will, however, 
be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns while under training 
or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning.

6. Gentlemen cadets resigning after the Commencement 
of training may be allowed to proceed on leave pending 
acceptance of their resignation by Army Headquarters. Cost 
of training, messing and allied services will be recovered 
from them before their departure.

Such officers who arc 
willing to continue to serve in the Army after the period of 
five years’ Sborl Service Commission, may if eligible and 
suitable in all respects, be considered for the grant of 
Permanent Commission in the last year of their Short Service 
Commission in accordance with the relevant rules. Those 


who are not granted Permanent Commission will be given 
the option to continue as Short Service Commissioned Officers 
for a further period of five years. 

Short Service Commissioned Officers will be eligible for 
promotion to the rank of Substantive but. after completion 
of 2 years of full pay commissioned Service. Acting promo- 
tion will be governed by the rules as applicable to permanent 
regular officers. 

(d) Pay and Allowances 

Officers granted Short Service Commission will receive 
pay and allowances as applicable to the regular officers of 
the Army.

(c) Leave : For leave, these officers will be governed by 
rules applicable to Short Service Commissioned Officers as 
given in Chapter Y of Ihe Leave Rules for the Service Vol. 

They will also he entitled to leave on passing cut 
of (he Officers Training School and before assumption of 
duties under the provisions of Rule 91 ibid. 

(f) Termination of Commission : An officer granted Short 
Service Commission will be liable to serve for five years 
but his Commission may be terminated at any time by the 
Government of India — 

(i) for misconduct or if services are found to he un- 
satisfactory. or 

(ii) on account of medical unfitness, or , 

(iii) if his services are no longer required, or 

(iv) if he fails to qualify in any prescribed test or 
Course, 

An officer may on giving three months notice he permitted 
to resign his Commission on compassionate grounds of which 
'.he Government of India will be the sole judge. An officer 
who is permitted lo resign his Commission on compassionate 
grounds will not be eligible for terminal gratuity. 

( a ) Pensionary benefits 

(i) These arc under consideration. 

(ii) SSC officers on expiry of their five years’ term arc 
eligible for terminal gratuity of Rs. 5.000.00. 

(h) Reserve Liability 

On being released on the expiry of the five years Short 
Service Commission or extension thereof, they will carry a 
reserve liability for a period of five years or up t° the age 
of 40 years whichever is earlier. 

(i) Miscellaneous : All other terms and conditions of 
Service where not at variance with the above provisions will 
by the same as for regular officers.
